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Efficient  operation  in  caring  for  the  breeding  flock, 
lambing,  shearing,  and  fattening  lambs  requires  that 
the  shelter  space  for  sheep  be  used  in  different  ways  at 
different  times  of  the  year.  The  fence  and  creep  panels 
detailed  on  the  other  side  of  this  sheet  may  be  used  to 
make  the  same  space  convenient  for  different  purposes. 


The  fence  panels,  10  feet  long,  can  be  used  to  group 
ewes  and  lambs,  to  separate  fattening  lambs  by  age,  to 
control  sheep  at  shearing  time,  and  as  temporary  feed- 
ing fences.  They  can  be  used  with  creep  panels  to  form 
a  creep  feeding  pen  for  lambs. 


The  hinged  panels  make  very  convenient  lambing 
pens  that  are  sometimes  called  "jugs."  The  panels  can 
be  connected  to  form  a  line  of  pens.  Or  they  can  be 
placed  in  a  corner  and  along  one  wall;  this  reduces  the 
number  required  to  supply  individual  pens  for  all  the  new 
born  lambs  and  their  mothers. 


The  hinged  panels  fold  quickly  into  a  compact  size  for 
storing  overhead  on  the  rafter  ties  of  the  sheepshed,  or 
in  a  storage  room. 

If  the  fences  and  panels  are  to  be  used  inside,  they 
need  not  be  treated  with  preservative,  but  for  outside 
use  apply  liberal  brush  coatings  of  nontoxic  preserva- 
tives. For  outside  use,  the  nails,  screws,  and  hinges 
should  be  galvanized. 

A  large-scale  working  drawing  may  be  obtained  through 
your  county  agent  or  from  the  Extension  agricultural  engineer 
at  most  State  agricultural  colleges.  There  is  usually  a  small 
charge. 
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If  the  large-scale  drawing  is  not  available  in  your  State, 
write  to  the  U.S.  Department  of  Agriculture,  Agricultural 
Engineering  Research  Division,  Plant  Industry  Station,  Belts- 
ville,  Maryland.  The  U.S.  Department  of  Agriculture  does 
not  distribute  drawings,  but  will  direct  you  to  a  State  that 
does  distribute  them. 
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
